PARIS, Aug. 16.-—The American 
solution of the Balkan tangle, com- 
Erising Greece, Bulgaria, Thrace 
and Turkey-in-Europe, probably will 
be accepted by the Peace Confer- 
ence, although some wrangling wil! 
continue, with Greece trying to get 
everything, supported by France 
and Britain through the secret 
agreements reached when King Con- 
stantine abdicated and Greece en- 
tered the war. 

France and Britain also are sup- 
porting the Greek claims to Eastern 
Thrace, because they are beginning 
to fear the United States will not 
accept the mandate for Constanti- 
nople and Turkey after all, and 
neither one can trust the other to 
administer this highly strategic 
point. If America refuses a man- 
date over Constantinople it is more 
than likely that Greece will be set 
up there with the British and 
French acting as advisories. 

AMERICA’S PLAN. 

The American plan for regulating 
the Balkan tangle provides an ex- 
tension of the Greek territory to 
West Thrace. From the present 
frontier eastward to a point half 
way between Cavalla and h 
the land is made an independent 
State, insuring Bulgaria the right of 
way to the Aegean Sea, and protect- 
ing the railway to the tidewater. 

Even the French and British ex- 
perts who have been on the ground 
there assert that this is the only 
feasible solution to preserve peace in 
the Balkans, as Bulgaria would 
never consent to let the Greeks cut 
them off from the Aegean and would 
go to war at the first opportunity to 
regain this territory. 

The Greeks’ only objection to the 
American proposition is that the 
Greek runs across the 
proposed international State but it 
is argued that this can be left un- 
der Greek administration.

Whether it will be ble to un- 
rave] the records relating to land 
grants to railroads extending back 
over a period of thirty or forty years 
without a great deal work is 
doubtful. 

It is Mr. Plumb’s contention that 
the land grants have been made the 
basis of part of the present capital- 
fzation of the railroads, and that 
much of the land has become the 
property of the rallroad promoters.

But Past Six Months Show 
Declining Death Toll. 


Many Try to Beat Passenger 
Trains Over Crossings, 


“During the firet six monthe of 
1919, eighteen people were killed, 
eighty-one injured and 233 automo- 
tiles were damaged or destroyed in 


| grade-crossing accidents, compared 


to twenty-six killed and 110 injured 
during a corresponding period in 
1618, a decrease in 1919 of 30.8 per 
cent. in the number killed and of 
about 86 per cent. in the number in- 
jured, which, in view of the increase 
in the number of automobiles in 1919 
over 1918, indicates that some pro- 
gress is being effected in prevention 
of such accidents,” eays a statement 
fesued yesterday dy R. J. Clancy, 
assistant to the general manager of 
the Southern Pacific, Western Pa- 
cific and Tidewater Southern rall- 


roads. 

“Of the 223 automobiles damaged 
or destroyed. thirty stalled on the 
crossings and were struck by trains; 
111 attempted to cross almost im- 
}mediately in front of and were 
struck by trains; fifty-nine ran into 
trains: one skidded into train: nine- 
teen ran into and broke down cross- 
Inge gates lowered to protect them 
from passing trains; three ran into 
and injured crossing flag men; four 
ran inte cattleguards or crossing 
signs: and six ran over end of track 
or were not sufficiently into clear. 
In the two latter instances the acci- 
dents resulted in attempts to escape 
being struck by train after it was 
observed crossing could not be et- 
fect 


ed. 

“Most of these accidents occurred 
in daytime, but probably in no great- 
er relative proportion than the num- 
ber of trains and automobiles oper- 
ated as compared with nighttime. 
Mest of them involved passenger 
trains, which would seem to indi- 
cate either that some automobile 
drivers do not exercise necessary 
precaution—listening, and looking 
in both directions, before attempting 
te cross—or they misjudge the speed 
of passenger trains and fall to real- 
ize that on unrestricted track a pas- 
enger train at maximum 
permissible spead covers half a mile 
in three-fifths of a minute. This is 
a short time to get out of the way. 
especially if necessary to shift oo 
or iu goes wrong with 

a machine.”

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APAN’'S TROUBLES. 

While the antiJapanese agitators are 
holding up the Flowery Kingdom as a world 
menace, that country is beset by one or 
two tangible menaces of its own. Japan 
seems about to experience all the modern 
troubles that go with Occidental civiliza- 
tion, She had her war profiteers and her 
consequent high cost of living, but hitherto 
she had managed to escape the tribulation 
of her insurgent labor. The government 
having politely but firmly declined to per- 
mit the organization of a labor union party 
and issued an ultimatum against all and any 
Bolshevik tendencies, it felt that that ques- 
tion was settled. But the news coming out 
of Japan indicates that it is very unsettled 
indeed. While the Japanese manufacturers 
were emulating advanced Occidental meth- 
ods, while her builders were erecting im- 
mense Occidental fireproof buildings, while 
her statesmen were outstatesmaning sea- 
soned Old World politicians and her male 
population taking to foreign clothes, ‘the 
Japanese laborer has been catching a few 
foreign complaints as well—and when the 
Japanese catch a contagion they are very 
thorough about it and make quite alarming 


progress. 

So it has come to pass that the Jap- 
anese have not only learned how to strike, 
but they have learned how to strike in 
vast collective numbers, and at the moment 
they are busy showing how much they have 
learned. News comes of widespread strikes 
in many industries, duly combined with cost 
of living protests, and fashionably compli- 
cated with Bolshevik propaganda, walking 
delegates, sabotage and goverumental hys- 
teries. It will be highly interesting to see 
whether the same Japanese statesmen who 
were able to outgeneral the foreign diplo 
mats at Versailles will be equally success- 
ful in coping with these very tangible do- 
mestie complications. The Japanese govern- 
ment made exactly the same mistake that 
our own Democratic administration achieved 
at home—they spent lavishly and waste- 
fully during. the war, gave every encour- 
agement to the profiteers, neglected to 
appreciate the menace of soaring prices, 
allowed the masses of the public to be 
shamefully exploited, and are now duly 
reaping the whirlwind—even as the Wasb- 
ington bureaucrats. 

Japan is brilliantly imitative. This has 
proven a valuable asset in her extraordi- 
nary industrial development during the last 
half century, in which no country has made 
greater progress. She has also proved blithe 
and facile at shedding old traditions, and 
seemed to be getting away with the danger- 
ous experiment of putting new wine in old 
bottles. But even her shrewd statesmen 
have been unable to restrict the develop- 
ments to comfortable and profitable 
spheres; and while the commerce magnates 
were rapidly adopting all the modern metb- 
ods, the proletariat has kept pace with them 
and duly assimilated all the unrest and dis- 
content so fashionable with their class. 
And when one realizes that the Japanese 
laborer is among the most poorly paid in 
the world, that he is practically voteless,
